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ANNUAL  REPORT  1988-89 


This  report  of  the  significant  activities  of  the  Faculty  of 
Nursing  in  1988-89  is  organized  as  follows:  Part  I  is  an  overview  of  the 
total  faculty  activities  and  achievements;  Parts  II  and  III  provide 
details  about  the  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs  respectively;  and 
Appendices  1  through  3  outline  funded  research  publications,  scholarly 
papers  and  presentations. 

PART  I 

Enrolment 


The  overall  enrolment  in  the  Faculty  of  Nursing  continues  to 
grow.  As  you  will  note  in  the  report  of  the  undergraduate  program,  there 
were  437  students  enrolled  last  year.  Accessibility  funding,  a  special 
initiative  by  the  Ministry  of  Colleges  and  Universities  of  Ontario  to 
allow  universities  in  particular  programs  to  increase  the  number  of 
students  that  they  admit  to  those  programs,  has  played  an  important  role 
in  allowing  the  enrolment  within  the  Faculty  of  Nursing  to  increase. 
Our  enrolment  is  increasing  while  we  are  seeing  a  slow  but  steady 
decline  in  the  number  of  applicants  to  the  Faculty  of  Nursing.  This  is  a 
phenomenon  that  is  occurring  across  the  country  and  follows  a  similar 
trend  in  the  United  States.  While  the  number  of  applicants  from  high 
school  declines,  we  are  seeing  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
students  enrolled  in  Nursing  as  a  second  career  or  who  are  transferring 
from  a  different  program.  This  trend  challenges  us  to  provide  educational 
opportunities  that  take  advantage  of  these  students'  additional  education 
and  experience. 

The  graduate  enrolment  has  increased  because  of  admissions  to  all 
specialty  areas  this  year.  As  is  reported  in  Part  III  of  this  Annual 
Report  on  the  graduate  program,  a  major  review  of  the  curriculum  in  the 
graduate  program  was  undertaken.  This  led  to  the  decision  to  abandon  the 
model  of  admitting  students  to  particular  specialty  areas  and  to  replace 
that  with  opportunities  for  the  students  to  select,  from  a  wide  range  of 
clinical  courses,  a  set  of  courses  that  would  represent  a  clinical 
concentration  for  them.  This  involves  including  courses  with  a 
specialized  orientation  towards  the  Perinatal  Nursing  area  as  well  as 
Parent  and  Child  Nursing,  and  selecting  courses  in  the  area  of  Nursing 
Administration  as  well  as  Clinical  Practice.  It  is  now  possible  for 
students  to  concentrate  on  Nursing  Administration.  This  should  see  an 
increase  in  the  graduate  enrolment  over  the  next  two  to  three  years. 

The  undergraduate  program  was  also  subject  to  a  review  during  the 
year  period.  This  led  to  the  decision  to  revise  this  curriculum  and  a 
task  force  with  that  objective  was  struck.  The  goals  of  the  revision  are 
to  develop  a  stronger  conceptual  base  for  the  curriculum,  to  increase  the 
community  orientation  of  the  curriculum  and  to  focus  more  clinical  and 
theoretical  work  on  the  older  population.  It  is  anticipated  that  this 
new  curriculum  will  be  implemented  in  1991. 

The  total  graduation  from  the  Faculty  in  1989  was  82 
undergraduates  and  12  graduate  students. 
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Over  the  last  half  dozen  years  the  number  of  registered  nurses 
enrolled  in  the  undergraduate  program  has  fallen  considerably.  This 
includes  both  full  and  part-time  students.  During  this  past  year  a 
number  of  initiatives  were  undertaken  to  try  to  arrest  this  trend  and  to 
encourage  registered  nurses  to  enroll.  A  major  step  in  this  direction 
was  taken  with  the  implementation  of  a  joint  scholarship  program  with 
clinical  agencies  that  provide  experience  for  our  students.  During  the 
late  Spring  of  1989  these  agencies  were  contacted  and  will  be 
participating  in  offering  full  scholarships  for  registered  nurses  who 
attend  the  undergraduate  program  on  either  a  full  or  part-time  basis.  As 
well,  it  is  possible  for  the  registered  nurse  student  to  challenge  a 
number  of  courses  in  the  current  curriculum  which  will  accelerate  their 
progress  through  the  program.  The  new  curriculum  will  also  attend  to  the 
special  needs  of  the  registered  nurse  student.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
combination  of  these  activities  will  generate  a  greater  participation  of 
registered  nurses  in  our  undergraduate  program. 

The  final  initiative  in  the  area  of  academic  programming  was  the 
establishment  of  a  task  force  to  develop  a  Ph.D.  program  in  the  Faculty 
of  Nursing.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  new  curriculum  will  be  presented 
to  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  at  the  beginning  of  1990  and  hopefully, 
with  their  approval,  will  go  on  for  provincial  approval  by  late  Spring  of 
1990.  The  anticipated  start  date  for  the  Ph.D.  program  is  1991. 

Research 


Research  within  the  Faculty  continued  to  develop  over  the  last 
year.  A  driving  force  was  an  MRC/NHRDP  initiative  to  assist  with  the 
development  of  nursing  research.  Six  schools  of  nursing  across  Canada 
were  invited  to  compete  for  career  awards  and  project  funding  on  the 
basis  of  Letters  of  Intent  that  had  been  submitted  in  the  Spring  of  1988. 
The  Faculty  of  Nursing  was  one  of  the  schools  selected.  This  invitation 
led  to  a  systematic  review  of  the  research  that  was  underway  within  the 
Faculty  and  to  the  identification  and  commitment  to  five  programs  of 
research.  These  programs  are  outlined  as  follows: 

The  Development  of  Nursing  Research  at  the  University  of  Toronto 

If  the  development  of  research  within  the  Faculty  of  Nursing  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  is  viewed  as  a  three  step  process,  we  could  be 
described  as  being  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  phase.  Phase  one 
included  the  development  of  a  master's  degree  in  nursing  in  1970  with 
faculty  members  engaged  in  a  variety  of  research  projects.  Phase  two 
includes  establishing  an  Institute  of  Nursing  Research  which  will  provide 
resources  to  investigators  and  the  establishment  of  a  number  of  programs 
of  research.  Each  program  area  will  include  teams  of  three  to  five 
researchers,  of  whom  at  least  two  will  be  on  career  awards.  The  third 
phase  of  research  development  will  come  with  the  launching  of  a  PhD 
program  in  Nursing  that  will  be  based  on  the  research  programs  developed

in  phase  two.  The  timing  of  the  initiation  of  phase  three  will  depend  on 
our  success  in  recruiting  and  securing  career  awards  for  investigators 
for  the  teams,  and  on  their  success  in  competing  for  project  funding. 
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Proposed  Research  Programs 

I.  The  Role  of  Information  and  Choice  in  Health  Management 

In  this  era  of  patient  rights  and  patient  responsibility,  what 
information  patients  require,  how  the  information  is  presented  to  them, 
what  treatment  and  care  choices  are  available  to  them  and  what  assistance 
they  require  to  make  these  choices  are  critical  questions  confronting 
nursing  and  all  the  health  professions.  There  is  a  strong  ethical 
overlay  to  the  issues  involved.  The  questions  span  the  areas  of 
prevention  and  treatment  and  all  age  groups.  Fortunately  theories  and 
concepts  are  emerging  to  guide  the  research. 

II.  Normal  and  High-Risk  Families  in  the  Perinatal  Period 

Childbirth  can  have  normal  and  healthy  outcomes  for  the  mothers  and 
infants;  on  the  other  hand,  it  can  result  in  a  difficult  and  traumatic 
experience  for  the  mother  and  a  premature  infant  at  high  risk  for  future 
morbidity.  Nursing  plays  a  key  role  in  the  course  of  both  of  these 
outcomes.  There  is  a  need  to  develop  nursing  interventions  to  promote 
perinatal  health  at  both  a  primary  and  secondary  level. 

III.  Working  with  Difficult  Patients 

This  is  a  new  area  of  research  and  involves  patients  who  because  of 
their  behaviour  or  the  nature  of  their  health  conditions  are  avoided  by 
nurses  (and  other  health  professionals).  Many  of  these  patients  have 
chronic  psychiatric  disorders  that  affect  the  way  they  relate 
interpersonal ly ,  they  may  have  dementias  that  produce  profound 
behavioural  changes  or  they  may  have  medical  conditions  such  as  AIDS 
that  create  fear  in  the  nursing  staff.  They  are  found  on  units  of  acute 
care,  psychiatric  and  chronic  hospitals.  They  absorb  enormous  amounts  of 
nursing  time  despite  the  avoidance  mechanisms  used  by  staff  and  as  such 
constitute  a  major  nursing  problem.  Research  in  this  area  will  seek  ways 
for  staff  to  work  effectively  with  these  types  of  patients  in  order  to 
increase  satisfaction  and  reduce  avoidance. 

IV.  Coping  with  Chronic  Illness 

This  research  area  involves  developing  interventions  including  teaching, 
support  and  reinforcement  that  enable  individuals  to  manage  chronic 
illnesses.  The  nature  of  the  illness  is  less  important  than  the 
restructuring  of  lifestyles  and  the  incorporation  of  medical  routines 
that  the  development  of  a  chronic  illness  entails.  Nurses  in  hospital 
and  the  community  are  heavily  involved  in  helping  patients  to  do  the 
adapting  and  coping  required.  The  research  program  we  envisage  would  be 
oriented  to  intervention  studies  that  test  different  strategies  for 
assisting  patients. 
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V.  Nursing  Worklife  and  Workload 

Nursing  service  is  in  a  crisis:  there  is  a  shortage  of  nurses,  nursing 
turnover  is  a  significant  and  costly  problem  and  the  reliance  on 
employment  agencies  to  supply  relief  nurses  to  staff  units  is 
contributing  to  costs  and  discontinuity  in  care.  The  inability  to  cost 
nursing  services  because  of  not  being  able  to  measure  nursing  workloads 
relative  to  patient  acuity  makes  staffing  of  units  difficult.  Nurses 
complain  of  being  overworked  and  resign  from  their  positions.  It  is 
important  to  investigate  the  dynamics  of  these  situations,  to  develop 
valid  and  reliable  workload  measures  and  to  test  different  models  of 
staffing . 


Funding  was  sought  to  support  three  career  awards  in  the 
programs  under  Information  and  Choice  in  Health  Management  and  Normal  and 
High-Risk  Perinatal  Nursing  Care.  We  were  successful  in  receiving  funds 
for  one  award  which  will  allow  us  to  recruit  Dr.  Hilary  Llewellyn-Thomas 
back  to  the  Faculty.  Hilary  will  work  in  the  area  and  provide  leadership 
in  Information  and  Choice  in  Health  Management.  We  were  disappointed 
that  our  application  for  career  awards  for  two  other  investigators  were 
not  supported,  although  the  overall  review  of  the  Faculty's  research 
program  was  very  positive.  Only  two  other  schools  of  nursing  in  the 
country  received  funding,  and  that  was  for  one  award  each. 

Dr.  Linda  0 ' Brien-Pallas  was  the  recipient  of  a  career  scientist 
award  from  the  Ontario  Ministry  of  Health  to  support  her  research  in  the 
area  of  nursing  workload  and  work  design.  This  will  allow  Linda  to 
continue  to  work  towards  development  of  a  second  generation  of  nursing 
workload  measures. 

Research  '89 

•N 

Research  '89  provided  an  impressive  display  of  results  from 
research  studies  undertaken  by  faculty,  graduate  students  and  nursing 
staff  from  teaching  hospitals.  Twenty-one  papers  were  presented  and  six 
poster  presentations  were  available;  all  of  a  uniformly  high  quality.  The 
format  provided  sufficient  time  for  the  investigators  to  describe  their 
studies  in  detail  so  the  audience  could  appreciate  their  scientific  merit 
and  clinical  relevance.  This  produced  lively  discussion  after  each 
presentation.  Attendance  was  up  this  year  to  230. 

International  Activities 


International  activity  increased  over  the  past  year.  The  Faculty 
of  Nursing  of  the  University  of  Turku,  Finland,  developed  a  relationship 
with  our  Faculty  in  order  to  get  some  guidance  about  how  to  increase  the 
clinical  focus  of  their  graduate  program.  In  1986  Dean  Phyllis  Jones 
spent  a  month  in  Turku  and  during  the  last  year  Professor  Kathleen  Arpin 
visited  for  three  weeks.  As  well,  Dr.  Sirkka  Lauri,  who  is  Director  of 
the  Turku  program,  spent  one  week  in  Toronto  to  review  how  our  program 
works.  Six  nursing  doctoral  students  from  Turku  (yes,  they  have  a  Ph.D. 
program  in  Nursing)  attended  the  International  Conference  on  Palliative 
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Care  held  at  the  Inn  on  the  Park.  Following  this  conference,  the  students 
spent  time  with  clinical  nurse  specialists  in  our  teaching  hospitals  who 
work  with  our  graduate  students.  One  of  our  students,  Catherine  Douglas, 
spent  a  month  in  Turku.  We  anticipate  organizing  annual  exchanges 
beginning  next  year. 

The  Faculty  of  Nursing  is  cooperating  with  the  Division  of 
Community  Health  on  an  interdisciplinary  initiative  in  the  Caribbean, 
which  involves  the  University  of  the  West  Indies,  the  Caribbean  Public 
Health  Association  and  the  Pan  American  Health  Association.  Our  role  will 
probably  involve  bringing  some  Caribbean  nurses  to  the  University  of 
Toronto  as  special  students  in  our  Graduate  program.  Professor  May 
Yoshida  represents  the  Faculty  in  this  initiative. 

Over  the  last  six  months  we  were  approached  by  nurses  in  Latvia, 
the  American  University  of  Beirut  and  the  McGill  University  Department  of 
Epidemiology  regarding  a  project  in  Ethiopia  for  our  assistance.  We  will 
explore  the  potential  of  each  of  these  requests.  If  it  is  clear  that  we 
have  something  to  offer,  we  will  pursue  them.  In  the  past  Nursing  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  did  extensive  international  work  and  was  well  known 
for  it.  It  may  be  that  we  are  about  to  enter  on  another  'international' 
period . 


1988-89  was  my  first  year  as  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Nursing.  For 
me,  it  was  an  exciting  year  as  I  discovered  the  strengths  of  the  faculty, 
the  energy  of  the  students,  the  positive  links  with  the  teaching 
hospitals  and  community  agencies  and  the  support  available  from  other 
faculties,  the  Health  Sciences  Division  and  the  central  administration. 
We  began  the  year  with  a  faculty  Think  Tank  held  at  Niagara-on-the-Lake . 
This  gave  us  a  chance  to  get  to  know  each  other  and  to  begin  to  plan  for 
the  future.  It  is  clear  that  nursing  as  a  profession  is  in  a  difficult 
position.  Last  winter  saw  nurses  marching  on  Queen's  Park  demanding 
higher  wages  and  more  control  over  patient  care  and  their  working 
conditions.  Our  students  were  subject  to  pressure  from  staff  in  hospitals 
asking  them  to  justify  their  choice  of  nursing  as  a  career.  I  believe 
that  a  major  theme  of  my  term  as  Dean  will  be  nursing  as  a  profession, 
how  to  increase  the  autonomy  of  the  nurse  and  how  to  educate  students  for 
the  role  of  a  more  autonomous  worker.  I  am  looking  forward  to  the 
challenge  and  expect  the  next  six  years  to  be  hectic,  exciting,  and 
rewarding . 
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PART  II 


Undergraduate  Program 
Enrolment 

a)  Full-time  study 

Offers  of  admission  to  Year  I  of  the  Undergraduate  Program  were 
made  to  272  applicants  during  the  1988  admission  cycle  from  the  607 
applications  received.  Of  the  125  who  accepted  the  offer,  121  registered 
in  September.  Twenty-seven  of  the  registrants  were  non-grade  13 
applicants,  including  two  graduates  of  diploma  nursing  programs. 
Enrolment  of  students  in  the  undergraduate  program  totalled  437  students 
at  the  November  1st  count. 

At  the  June  convocation,  the  B.Sc.N.  degree  was  awarded  to  82 
graduates.  Of  these,  4  achieved  honours  standing  and  were  enrolled  in 
the  Dean's  Honours  List.  They  are:

b)  Part-time  study  at  Woodsworth  College 

Twenty-three  graduates  of  diploma  nursing  programs  applied  to 
part-time  study  in  the  1988  admissions  cycle;  19  were  offered  admission, 
and  13  registered  in  September.  At  this  time  there  are  a  total  of  28 
students  in  part-time  study  at  Woodsworth  College. 

It  was  noted  in  last  year's  Report  that  plans  were  proceeding 
with  Woodsworth  College  to  offer  courses  from  the  B.Sc.N.  Program  to 
diploma  nursing  graduates  on  site  at  Sunnybrook  Medical  Centre. 
Unfortunately,  in  spite  of  wide  publicity,  there  were  not  enough  nurses 
interested  in  taking  courses  at  that  site  to  carry  out  the  plan. 


Admission  Criteria 

During  this  academic  year,  the  Admissions  Committee  has  given 
considerable  attention  to  criteria  for  selection  of  candidates  for  the 
undergraduate  program.  A  survey  was  conducted  of  criteria  and  procedures 
used  in  other  baccalaureate  nursing  programs  in  Ontario  and  in  other 
professional  faculties  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  .After  considering 
the  alternatives  of  incorporating  admission  tests,  interviews  and  essays 
into  our  present  procedures,  the  decision  was  made  to  continue  the 
practice  of  admission  based  upon  grades  from  previous  secondary  school  or 
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university  study.  The  Faculty  also  reads  the  student  profiles  developed 
by  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  employs  evidence  of  extenuating 
circumstances  in  borderline  cases. 


Curriculum 

Three  student-faculty  forums,  jointly  organized  by  faculty  and 
students,  were  held  in  the  spring  term  to  establish  dialogue  with 
students  about  their  experience  of  the  program.  Efforts  have  continued 
this  year  to  respond  to  student  requests  for  flexibility  in  timing  and 
selection  of  courses.  Major  changes  have  been  made  in  two  courses: 
Community  Health  and  Epidemiology  and  the  final  year  Clinical  Practice 
course . 


In  light  of  changes  in  society,  in  the  health  care  system,  and  in 
the  student  body,  as  well  as  projections  regarding  future  expectations  of 
graduates,  a  Task  Force  was  established  in  September  1988  to  revise  the 
undergraduate  curriculum.  Input  from  faculty,  students,  alumni  and 
interested  others  has  been  sought  regarding  suggested  changes.  The  work 
of  the  Task  Force  will  continue  during  the  1989/90  academic  year  with  the 
intention  that  Year  I  students  will  enter  a  new  curriculum  in  the  fall  of 
1990. 

After  the  above  curricular  revisions  are  in  place  it  is  expected 
that  changes  will  be  made  in  the  B.Sc.N.  program  for  diploma  graduates. 
In  the  meantime  we  are  continuing  our  efforts  to  make  the  program  more 
accessible  for  this  group  of  students.  At  present  graduates  of  diploma 
schools  of  nursing  are  automatically  given  credit  for  the  three  nursing 
courses  in  Year  I  of  the  program  (NUR100Y,  NUR102Y,  NUR103B)  and  write 
examinations  for  advanced  standing  foj:  the  nursing  theory  and  practice 
courses  in  Year  II  (NUR200Y  and  NUR202Y).  In  addition,  starting  in  the 
1989/90  academic  year,  diploma  graduates  will  be  given  the  option  of 
writing  challenge  examinations  instead  of  completing  the  course  work  in 
the  following  courses:  Anatomy,  Chemistry  and  Biochemistry,  Nutrition, 
Physiology,  and  Pathology. 


Committee  Structure 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  committee  work  of  the  undergraduate 
program  more  effectively  and  with  reduced  use  of  faculty  resources,  four 
smaller  Standing  Committees  of  Faculty  Council  have  been  created  to 
replace  two  previous  committees  and  their  subcommittees.  The  new 
committees  are:  Curriculum  Committee,  Committee  on  Standing,  Admissions 
Committee,  and  Awards  Committee.  Each  of  the  new  committees  draws 
members  from  students  in  the  Faculty,  teaching  staff  in  the  Faculty,  and 
Council  members  who  are  not  members  of  the  teaching  staff  of  this 
Faculty . 
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Summer  Undergraduate  Research  Assistant  Program 

Six  undergraduate  students  were  awarded  fellowships  by  the  Life 
Sciences  Committee  of  the  Research  Board  of  the  University  of  Toronto  to 
participate  in  faculty  research  during  the  summer  of  1989.  These 
fellowships  have  been  matched  by  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Faculty  of 
Nursing.  The  opportunity  to  participate  in  this  Program  is  highly  valued 
by  students  and  faculty. 
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PART  III 

Graduate  Department  of  Nursing 

The  1988-89  academic  year  has  been  a  time  of  review  and  examination  for 
the  Department  including  a  review  of  the  programs  offered,  the  structure 
of  the  graduate  curriculum  and  the  organisation  of  the  support  staff  of 
the  Department.  Strengths  of  the  reviews  were  the  broader  participation 
by  faculty,  beginning  with  the  Faculty  Retreat  and  later  through  the  Task 
Force  for  Curriculum  Revision  -  Graduate  Program.  Each  of  the  reviews 
resulted  in  important  changes  which  will  be  outlined  in  this  report. 

Graduate  Program 

The  revised  Master  of  Science  in  Nursing  program  will  continue  to  be 
clinically  grounded,  but  with  the  sequence  of  when  the  thesis  research 
and  practice  occurs,  reorganised  to  enhance  integration  and  testing  of 
theoretical  concepts.  The  range  of  nursing  courses  will  be  expanded  and 
will  reflect  the  range  of  faculty  research  that  is  now  being  conducted. 
This  will  be  done  by  expanding  the  number  and  scope  of  clinically  focused 
theory  courses  and  incorporating  nursing  administration  as  an  additional 
area  of  practice.  Students  will  have  the  opportunity  to  select  a  group 
of  courses  that  will  give  them  theoretical  depth  in  a  practice  area  and 
provide  them  with  more  flexibility  and  choice.  The  introduction  of  a 
concentration  in  nursing  administration  is  a  new  area  for  the  Department. 

Another  important  development  in  the  Department  is  the  establishment  of  a 
Task  Force  to  develop  a  proposal  for  Ph.D.  study  in  Nursing.  The  target 
date  for  presenting  a  proposal  to  the  Executive  Committee,  Division  IV  is 
December  1989. 

At  their  May  meeting  the  Graduate  Faculty  Committee  accepted  in 
principle  a  recommendation  to  develop  a  program  of  part-time  study 
leading  to  the  M.Sc.N.  degree.  It  was  also  recommended  that  the  revised 
curriculum  be  in  place  before  a  program  for  part-time  study  was 
developed.  In  keeping  with  this  recommendation  a  Task  Force  to  develop  a 
program  of  part-time  study  leading  to  the  M.Sc.N.  degree  will  be 
established  in  January  1990. 

Graduate  Curriculum 


The  revisions  to  the  Graduate  Program,  including  the  curriculum  revisions 
were  approved  by  the  Graduate  Faculty  Committee  in  March  1989.  A 
description  of  the  revised  curriculum  is  contained  in  the  Report  of  the 
Task  Force  to  the  Graduate  Faculty  Committee. 

The  proposed  courses  are  being  developed  and  will  be  presented  to  the 
Graduate  Curriculum  Committee  this  summer.  The  program  and  curriculum 
changes  will  be  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee  Division  IV  at  their 
first  meeting  this  Fall  (October  1989). 
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Support  Staff 

During  the  academic  year  the  support  staff  for  the  Department  was 
reorganised  in  a  way  that  would  serve  all  aspects  of  the  Department's 
activities  in  a  more  effective  way,  including  the  development  of  a  system 
of  record  keeping  that  would  be  more  efficient  and  informative  and  that 
would  be  accessible  as  a  base  for  a  variety  of  reports.  The  changes 
resulted  in  the  appointment  of  an  Administrative  Assistant  and  a 
Secretary  for  the  Graduate  Department  of  Nursing.  Ms.  Elaine  Chu  was 
appointed  to  the  Administrative  Assistant  position  and  Ms.  Marlene 
Dolwani  to  the  Secretary's  position. 

Enrolment 


During  this  academic  year  an  expansion  of  the  enrolment  in  the  M.Sc.N. 
program  over  a  three  year  period  was  approved.  The  first  phase  of  the 
expansion  will  be  accomplished  by  adding  the  concentration  in  nursing 
administration  and  by  separating  the  concentration  in  Parent-Child 
Nursing  into  two  areas,  one  focusing  on  children  and  their  families,  the 
other  on  the  perinatal  period.  These  changes  allow  for  an  increase  of  10 
students  in  each  of  the  new  areas  of  concentration.  Six  students  have 
been  admitted  to  the  perinatal  concentration  for  the  1989-90  academic 
year;  as  well,  three  students  whose  interest  is  nursing  administration 
have  been  admitted  to  begin  studies  in  the  upcoming  academic  year. 

1)  Enrolment  to  June  1989 

The  School  of  Graduate  Studies  November  registration  count 
showed  59  full-time  and  27  part-time  students  for  a  total  of  86. 
Of  these  31  (12  full-time  and  19  part-time)  were  post-program 
students.  Four  of  this  group  have  completed  the  requirements  for 
the  degree,  thus  the  total  enrolment  as  of  June  1989  is  82.  The 
increase  in  enrolment  from  June  1987  (57)  is  primarily  due  to  the 
admission  of  students  to  all  five  specialties.

Awards  for  Graduate  Students 


Thirty  students  received  awards  totalling  $191,020.  Awards  included  7 
Ontario  Graduate  Scholarships,  11  University  of  Toronto  Open  Fellowships 
and  10  awards  external  to  the  University.  The  award  from  the  Dean's 
Society  was  given  for  the  second  time  this  year.  Teaching  assistantships 
in  the  amount  of  $56,600  were  held  by  13  students.  Two  students 
received  awards  from  the  Life  Sciences  Committee  of  the  Research  Board. 

Although  the  number  of  awards  from  1987-88  increased,  the  number  of 
students  receiving  awards  decreased.  However,  the  number  of  students 
receiving  Ontario  Graduate  Scholarships  increased  from  two  to  seven.  The 
reasons  students  do  not  receive  awards  will  be  examined  in  the  coming 
year. 

This  has  been  an  exciting  and  productive  year  in  the  Department. 
Graduate  faculty  have  contributed  in  a  sound  and  thoughtful  way  to 
examining  current  practices  and  to  developing  a  new  course  for  the 
future.  Most  important,  the  contribution  of  Graduate  Faculty  to  the 
work  of  the  Department  through  their  scholarship  and  teaching  has  been  of 
a  very  high  order.
